The  Baptist  article  of  faith,  as  given  in  llis- 
cox’  New  Church  Directory,  page  558,  says: 
“We  believe  the  Scriptures  teach  that  the 
Lord’s  Supper  is  a provision  of  bread  and 
wine,  as  symbols  of  Christ  8 body  and  blood, 
partaken  of  by  the  members  of  the  church  in 
commemoration  of  the  suffering  and  death 
of  their  Lord ; showing  their  faith  and  par- 
ticipation in  the  merits  of  His  sacrifice,  and 
their  hope  of  eternal  life  through  His  res- 
urrection from  the  dead;  its  observance  to 
be  preceded  by  faithful  self-examination.” 
That  is  all.  the  Baptist  article  of  faith  sayB 
about  it. 

The  Methodist  article  of  faith  says:  ‘kThe 
supper  of  the  Lord  is  not  only  a sign  of  the 
love  that  Christians  ought  to  have  among 
themselves  one  to  another,  but  rather  is  a 
sacrament  of, our  redemption  by  Christ’s 
death';  insomuch  that  tq  such  as  rightly, 
worthily,  and  with  faith,  receive  the  same, 
the  bread  which  we  break  is  a partaking  of 
the  body  of  Christ;  and  likewise  the  cup  of 
blessing  is  a partaking  of  the  blo^d  of 
Christ.  ” Then,  after  putting  in  a sentence 
concerning  transsubstantiation,  the  article 
continues  saying  further:  “The  body  ©f 
Christ  is  given,  taken  and  eaten  in  the  sup- 
pef,  only  after  a heavenly  and  spiritual  man- 
ner. And  the  means  whereby  the  body  of 
Christ  is  received  and  eaten,  in  the  supper  is 
faith.”  See  Discipline,  pages  21,  22. 

Presbyterians  say,  concerning  the  supper: 
“Our  Lord  Jesus,  in  the  night  wherein  He 
was  betrayed,  instituted  the  sacraunit  of 
Ilis  body  and  blood,  called  the  Lord ’s  Sup- 
per, to  be  observed  in  Ilis  <!hureh  to  the  end 
of  the  world;  for  the  perpetual  remembrance 
of  the  sacrifice  of  Himself  in  His  death,  the 
scaling  all  benefits  thereof  unto  true  believ- 
ers, their  spiritual  nourishment  and  growth 
in  Him,  their  future  engagement  in  a$d  “to 
all  duties  which  they  owe  unto  Him;  and  to 
be  a bond  and  pledge  of  their  communion 
with  Him,  and  with  each  other,  as  members 
of  His  mystical  body.”  Then,  after  giving 
five  explanatory  paragraphs,  the  article  says 
further:  “Worthy  receivers,  outwardly  par- 
taking of  the  visible  elements  in  this  sacra- 
ment/do then  also  inwardly  by  faith,  really 
and  indeed  jet  not  carnally  and  corporeally, 
but  spiritually,  receive  and  feed  upon  Christ 
crucified,  and  all  the  benefits  of  Ilis  dlath; 
the  body  and  blood  of  Christ  rbeing  then  not 
corporeally  or  carnally  in,  with  or  under  the 
bread  and  wine ; yet  as  really,  but  spiritually, 
present  to  the  faith  of  believers  in  that  or- 
dinance as  the  elemenls  themselves  are,  to 
their  outward  senses.”  See  Confession  of 
Faith,  pages  153;  157,  158.

PERSPECTIVE.  ables^the  men  to  get 
themselves  and  the 
various  opportunities  for  .service  properly 
related.  VS  e don’t  grow  up  having  naturally 
a proper  estimate  of  things;  a right  propor- 
tion. Things  that  once  looked  bjg  to  us, 
now  look  little  and  vice  versa.  Everybody  is 
surprised  and  often  .disappointed’  in  return- 
ing after  long  absence  to  tjie  scenes  of  child- 
hood, to  find  that  most  things  have  grown 
smaller.  Not  only  are  the  sizes  of  objects 
and  the  value  of  things  changed  by  a better 
view,  bat  we  are  able  to  see  how  certain 
things  are  combined  with  others  or  related, 
w hich  we  had  not  suspected  or  only  saw 
vaguely. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Men’s  Convention 
to  help  every  man  to  get  a better  perspective, 
to  see  the  various  forms  of  service  open  to 
aim,  lo  discover  their  read  value,  their  re- 
lation t oeach  other  and  to  him.  It  will 
change  drudgery  into  delight;  it  will  bring 
him  into  helpful  comradeship  with  those  who 
are  making  their  lives  count  for  the  best 
things  in  life.  Just  as  thefejare  interpreters 
of  nature  we  call  artists,  and  as  preachers 
are  the  interpreters  of  the  Word  of  God,  so 
there  are  men  who  enable  us  to  see  the  value 
and  the  joy  of 'Service,  who  eause  us  to  hear 
the  call  of  a world’s  need  and  lead  the  way 
in  supplying  it.

Not  a few  sermons  have  been  preached 
about  the  transformation  of  Peter,  for  he  is 
a most  interesting 
• PETER  YOUNG  character  and  his  ex- 
AND  PETER  OLD.  periences  are  so  hu- 
man as  to  have  a un- 
iversal application.  Almost  anybody  can  see 
a reflection  of  himself  in  the  conduct  of  Pe- 
ter in  the  account  given  of  him  in  the  gog- 
pels.  We  almost  love  him  because  he  has, 
like  ourselves,  so  many  unlovely  traits.  But 
there  is  one  element  in  his  transformation 
that  is  of  just  as  practical  concern  to  niauv, 
which  has  not  received  its  proper  share  of 
attention.  That  is  the  change  that  time  it- 
self helps  to  vvork  in  his  condition  and  so 
brings  about  in  his  character. 

Peter  must  have  been  a man  of  unusual 
physical  vigor.  This  partly  accounts  for  his 
being  a natural  leader  among  the  apostles. 
He  is  the  first  to  leap  into  the  water  to  get 
to  Jesus  when  He  appeared  after  His  resur- 
rection on  the  shore  of  Galilee’s  lake.  He  it 
was  who  snatched  the  sword  from  the  scab- 
bard and  struck  such  a blow  at  Malchus  in 
Gethsemane  as  came  near  severing  his  head 
from  his  body.  His  stalwart  strength  serv- 
ed him  well  on  the  water  or  in  the  mountain. 
He  was  equal  to  almost  anything.  He  felt 
his  superiority  in  any  athletic  contest  and' 
must  have  shown  some  pride  in  his  prowess. 
It  is  likely  that  Jesus  admired  him  for  this 
and  looked  on  him  with  undisguised  pleas-

Ken- 
tucky has  done  well,  but  it  was  necessary  to 
call  on  other  slates,  and  New  Jlork  City  nas 
furnished  a good  deal  of  the  money.  If  it 
had  been  simply  ilue  product  oi  oue  com- 
munity it  would  have  been  onferent.  What 
is  more,  Brother  index,  you  ought  lo  have 
a seminary  right  there  in  Atlanta,  fou  Geor- 
gia people  nave  got  money  to  build  it  and 
preachers  enough  to  hll  it.  it  wdl  n.ver 
hurt  what  we  have  to  have  more  ot  them 
and  the  cnances  are  that  it  will  greatly  heip 
them.  In  all  the  discussions  aoout  semi- 
naries and  boards  we  need  to  look  to  the  in- 
terests pf  the  kingdom  and  its  work,  and 
not  primarily  to  institutions  and  agencies. 
Let  us  keep  our  eyes  on  the  purpose  we  are 
trying  to  accomplish  and  not  fix  them  sim- 
ply on  the  instruments.  In  a wider  than 
personal  sense,  if  we  seek  first  the  kingdom 
of  God  and  His  righteousness,  -all  other 
things  will  be  added  to  us. 


But  the  Master  saw  that  there  was  some- 
thing better  than  muscular  strength ; that 
there  was  something  in  Peter  that  was  bet- 
ter worth  developing,  and  would  be  devel- 
oped. He  even  saw  that  it  would  be  devel- 
oped by  theifailing  of  his  physical  manhood. 
This  seems  to  have  been  in  His  mind  when 
He  said,  ‘ When  thou  wast  young,  thou  gird- 
e8t  thyself  and  walkedest  whither  thou 
wouldst  ; but  when  thou  shalt  be  old,  thou 
shalt  stretch  forth  thy  bauds,  and  another 
shall  gird  thee  and  carry  thee  where  thou 
wouldst  not.”  Here  is  the  gradual  work  of 
time,  not  merely  in  the  passing  of  the  bodily 
vigor,  but  along  with  it  the  subduing'  of  his 
mind.  There  is  no  longer  the  strohg  impet- 
uosity that  would  call  fire  down  from  heaven 
to  destroy  those  that  dared  refuse  our  mes- 
sage or  our  Master,  but  the  unresisting  yield- 
ing of  himself  to.be  bound  and  led  away  by 
others  afid  like  his  Master  be  nailed  to  th>‘ 
cross.  That  was  a long  way  to  travel.  It 
took  many  years  to  make  the  journey  and 
these  words  of  Jesus  must  often  have  come 
to  his  mind  as  he  passed  along  some  of  the 
rough  places  and  learned  their  meaning.  Per- 
haps he  was  sometimes  rebellious  as  he 
couldn  t have  his  own  way,  perhaps  en- 
viously recalled  the  old  days  of  freedom  and 
strength.  But  not  for  long;  he  was  learn- 
ing. Time  has  its  own  lessons,  and  age 
brings  the  sweetness  and  mellowness  of  ma- 
turity. Many  a saint  has  learned  the  mean- 
ing of  Paul’s  words,  ‘‘Wherefore  we  faint 
not;  but  though  our  outward  man  ia  decay 
ing,  yet  our  inward  man  is  renewed  day  by 
day.  It  is  more  than  the  poet ’s  saying  of  j 
the  sculptor’s  work,  ‘‘The  angel  grows  as 
the  marble  wastes.  ” The  spiritual  nature  is

nourished  by  the  very  decay  of  the  material, 
just  as  the  rich  beauty  of  the  flower’s  color 
is  fed  by  the  decaying  matter  at  its  root. 
Peter  was  transformed  from  a physical  ath- 
lete to  n spiritual  athlete,  for  there  is  more 
strength  in  gentleness  than  in  boisterousness ; 
there  is  more  potency  in  patience  than  in 
willfulness;  there  is  more  virtue  in  subduing 
self  than  in  blasting  a city.  It  was  not  mere 
physical  helplessness  that  compelled  Peter  to 
be  subject  to  others,  though  that  may  have 
aided  him.  But  he  stretched  forth  his  own 
hands  foi  another  to  lead  him.  lie  drew'  not 
hack  from  the  will  of  God  that  led  him 
through  suffering  and  to  the  cross.  It  is 
good  for  a man  that  he  can  look  forward 
and  pine  not  for  the  day  that  has  gone,  or 
the  strength  that  fails.  The  best  of  his 
saints  look  straight  ahead  and  know  that 
the  best  is  yet  to  come,  for  they  themselves 
are  being  remade  into  the  image  of  Christ 
through  His  experiences.  For  our  light  af- 
fliction, which  is  for  the  moment,  worketh 
for  us  more  and  more  exceedingly,  an  eter- 
nal weight  of  glory  ; while  we  look  not  at 
the  things  which  are  seen  but  at  the  things 
which  are  not  seen ; for  the  things  which  are 
seen  are  temporal ; but  the  things  which  are 
not  seen  are  eternal.

these  churches  concerning  the  Lord’s  Sup- 
per. Let  us  note  the  points  separately.  Bap- 
tists only  give  five  points  in  their  article. 
They  say:  (1)  The  supper  is  a provision  of 
bread  and  wine.  (2)  These  are  symbols  of 
Christ '8  body  and  blood.  (3)  They  are  to  be 
partaken  of  by  the  members  of  the  church. 
(4)  They  arc  to  be  partaken  of  in  commem- 
oration of  the  suffering  ahd  death  of  their 
Lord.  (5)  By  eating  the  supper  they  show 
their  faith  and  participation  in  the  merits  of 
Christ ’8  death,  and  their  hope  of  eternal  life 
through  Him.”  That  is  all.  Keep  those  in 
mind. 

Notice  now  the  points  set  forth  in  the 
' Methodist  article  of  faith.  It  says  the  Lord’s 
Supper  is:  (1)  A aign  of  love.  (2)  That  it 
is  a sacrament  of  our  redemption  through 
Christ’s  death.  (3)  That  those  who  worthily 
eat  the  bread  partaka  of  the  body  of  Christ 
(4)  That  those  who  worthily  drink  of  the 
cup  partake  of  the  blood  of  Christ.  (5)  That 
the  body  of  Christ  is  given,  taken  and  eaten 
in  the  Lord ’8  Supper.  (6)  That*  eating 
Christ’s  body  in  the  supper  is  done  after  a 
heavenly  and  spiritual  manner.  (7)  That 
the  means  by  which  the  worthy  so  eat  is 
faith. 

Certainly  you  can  see  the  differences  be- 
tween the  Baptists  and  the  Methodists  in 
their  teachings  on  this  vital  point.  Baptists 
do  not  hold  that  in  eating  the  supper  we 
show  Christian  love.  Neither  do  they  hold 
that  the  supper  is  a sacrament  of  Christ  s 
death.  Nor  that  any  one  in  eating  the  ele- 
ments does  in  any  way  whatever  partake  of 
the  body  and  blood  of  Christ.  Nor  do  the> 
believe  that  the  body  of  Christ  is  given,  tak- 
en nor  eaten  in  any  way  whatever  in  cel- 
ebrating the  supper  but  rather  that  the  or- 
dinance is  simply  commemorative  and  sym- 
bolic. Baptists  hold  that  we  receive  Christ 
by  faith,  independent  of  any  ordinance  what- 
ever, and  commemorate  an  absent  Lord  in 
observing  the  supper  instead  of  feeding  upon 
Him  therein.  Baptists  hold  that  the  supper 
symbolizes  and  sets  forth  the  death  of  Christ 
while  He  is  bodily  in  heaven,  and  that  we 
keep  the  rite  to  show  forth  His  death  ‘‘till 
He  come  again.”  That  is  all.  Oh  what  a 
difference  there  is  here!  Baptists  observe 
the  supper  simply  because  our  Lord  said  do 
so,  and  not  to  partake  of  the  body  of  Christ 
therein,  even  by  faith.  Whatever  blessings 
we  receive  in  observing  the  supper  are  bless- 
ings from  God  direct  through  the  Spirit,  and 
not  through  the  Biipper.  Such  blessings  are 
given  for  carefully  obeying  and  rightly  ob- 
serving the  ordinance  as  given,  and  not  in 
the  supper”  itself. 

Now  notice  the  different  points  stated  by 
the  Presbyterians.  They  say:  (1)  Our  Lord 
instituted  a sacrament  of  His  body  and 
blood.  (2)  That  this  sacrament  ia  called  the 
Lord’s  Supper.  (3)  That  this  is  to  be  ob- 
served in  His  church  to  the  end  of  the 
world.  (41  That  the  supper  is  to  be  a per- 


petual commemoration  of  Christ’s  death. 
(5)  That  it  is  to  seal  all  benefits  of  Christ’s 
death  to  believers  (6)  That  partaking  of 
the  sapper  spiritually  nourishes  believers 
and  causes  them  to  grow.  (7)  That  it  is  a 
bond  and  pledge  of  communion  of  believers 
with  Christ  and  each  other.  (8)  That  worthy 
receivers  of  the  supper  in  partaking  of  the 
bread  and  wine  do  also  “inwardly  receive 
and  feed  upon  Christ  crueified  and  all  the 
benefits  ofMlis  death.”  (9)  That  the  body 
and  blood  of  Christ,  though  not  in  the  bread 
and  wine,  “yet  are  really,  but  spiritually, 
present  to  the  faith  of  believers  in  the  or- 
dinance, as  much  as  the  elements  are  to  the 
'outward  sense.” 

You  can  easily  see  the  differences  be>- 
tween  Baptists  and  Presbyterians  concern- 
ing the  Lord’s  Supper.  Their  doctrines  are 
very  distinct,  and  contradict  each  other.  Ac- 
cording to  their  own  statements,  Presbyter- 
ians are  atriotly  sacramentari&ns.  Thdy 
seemingly  hold  to  the  idea  that  somehow 
the  supper  conveys  to  believers,  in  their  eat- 
ing of  it,  “all  the  benefits  of  Christ’s  death.” 
Baptists  believe  no  such  thing.  As  said  be- 
fore, Baptists,  hold  that  the  rite  only  sym- 
bolizes and  commemorates  Christ’s  death. 

It  is  not  “close”  communion  that  sep- 
arates Baptists  and  Methodists  and  Presby- 
terians in  celebrating  the  Lord’s  Supper,  but 
doctrines  about  the  ordinance.  No  real  Bap- 
tist can  believe  what  the  articles  of  faith  of 
these  churches  sets  forth.  Baptists  may  not 
understand  what  those  who  hold  these  ar- 
ticles really  believe,  but  we  do  understand 
what  the  words  say  and  there  is  where  we 
separate.  Were  Baptists  open  communion 
ists.  they  eonld  not  consistently  observe  the 
supper  with  those  who  believe  what  the  ar- 
ticles quoted  above  say,  because  of  so  doing 
they  would  sanction  what  they  do  not  be-  f 
lieve. 

What  Baptists  believe  on  this  point  needs 
to  be  shown.  We  may  not  need  to  compare  , 
doctrines,  as  I have  done,  but  we  do  need  to 
make  plain  what  we  believe  that  othera  may 
know  it.

and  partake  of  the  sacred  elements?  More- 
over “open”  commnnion  leads  logically  and 
inevitably  to  ,kopen”  membership — that  is, 
a church  membership  including  not  only  nn- 
baptized  believers,  but  also  unbelievers  as 
well — and  this,  of  course,  means  the  ultimate 
and  utter  extinction  of  the  church  that  prac- 
tices it. 


And  how  was  it  among  the  New  Testament 
churches?  At  Jerusalem  just  after  Pentecost 
we  find  the  church  celebrating  the  Lord’s 
Supper  with  only  the  converts  who  had  been 
baptized  into  the  fellowship  of  the  church 
evidently  participating,  as,  owing  to  the 
great  ingathering,  appointments  for  the  pur- 
pose had  to  be  held  in  several  convenient 
homes.  At  Troas  we  find  the  church  as- 
sembled on  Sunday  and  breaking  bread  in 
remembrance  of  the  Lord,  the  ordinance  be- 
ing observed  as  far  as  we  can  judge,  in  every 
detail  according  to  the  model  set  by  the 
Lord  And  how  definite  were  the  instruc- 
tions of  Paul  to  the  church  at  Corinth  touch- 
ing the  ordinance  which  was  delivered  to  the 
church  as  such  and  hy  the  church  as  such  to 
he  observed  on  the  plan  laid  down  hy  Christ 
in  its  institution ! 

Looking  squarely  at  the  Bible  record  for 
the  truth  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  what 
is  our  impression  as  to  the  primitive  ob- 
servance of  the  Lord ’8  Snpper?

OPEN’’  OR  CLOSE’ ’ COMMUNION

legitimately  observe  the  Lord’s  Supper  Some 
think  that  the  ordinance  should  be  open  to 
everybody  who  desires  to  partake  of  it.  Oth- 
ers believe  that  those  who  participate  ought 
beforehand  to  possess  certain  qualifications 
and  to  perform  certain  precedent  duties.  In 
other  words,  some  believe  in 
munion  and  some  believe  in 
m anion.

The . religion  of  Jesus  is|  intensely  prac- 
tical. It  relates  to  every  act  of  life  to  both 
time  and  to  eternity.  It  is  not  fqr  one  day 
of  the  week,  but  lor  all  days  of  the  week. 
It  does  not  cover  alone  the  devotions  of  a 
man’s  life,  it  is  meant  to  direct  every  ac- 
tivity. In  short,  the  Lord  is  to  he  worship- 
ped in  the  sanctuary ; H“e  is  to  be  welcomed, 
in  the  home;  to  have  a p'ace  in  the  halls  of 
legislation;  revered  on  the  streets;  served 
on  the  marts  of  trade,  and  obeyed  through 
all  the  days.  Jesqs  is  to  preside  over  the 
home,  the  mill,  the  market,  the  farm,  the 
bank,  the  avocation,  and  His  win  is  to  be 
done  in  everything  that  man  has  to  do  with. 


Perhaps,  in  the  beginning,  we  onght  to  di- 
' ■ st  ours  "Ives  of  any  bias  we  may  have  for 
or  against  either  “open”  or  “close”  com- 
munion. We  should  say  that  today  an  in- 
creasing prejudice  i»  felt  against  the  latter 
practice  as  narrow  and  unbrotherly  if  not 
byrot ed  and  boastful.  But  in  reality  is  not 
the  prejudice  more  inconsistent  if  not  more 
unbrotherly  than  the  practice?  We  do  not 
charge  the  Masons  or  Odd  Fellows  with  be- 
ing  “close”  because  they  require  their  mem- 
bers to  pass  through  certain  degrees  of  in- 
itiation. We  do  not  call  the  United  States 
close  ’ because  naturalization  papers  most 
be  taken  out  by  the  foreigner  before  he  is 


What  is  the  belief  and  practice  of  the 
Christian  denominations  today  on  this  sub- 
ject? in  nearly  every  one  of  them  certain 
restrictions  have  been  thrown  around  the 
Lord's  Table.  For  example,  they  are  almost 
one  solid  unit  in  holding  that  baptism  pre- 
cedes the  supper;  that  is,  that  no  unbaptized 
person  has  a Scriptural  right  to  come  to  the 
Lord’s  Table.  This  i*  the  view  held  not 
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A-  E.  Brown,  superintendent  of  mountain 
schools :

ings in  the  lower  hall,  except  the  large  stove, 
which  being  a hard  coal  burner,  I directed  to 
be  sold,  as  it  could,  not  be  used  in  any  of  our 
schools.  The  Sylva  Institute,  Sylva,  N.  C., 
gets  the  Mary  Armstrong  room,  the  Texas 
room  and  the  Tenny  Bolton  room,  with  the 
furnishings  in  the  upper  hall.  We  did  not 
disturb  the  parlor,  sitting  room  and. dining 
room  furnishings.  I think,  however,  that 
the  piano  would  serve  a better  purpose  in 

th^  mountain  schools  than  in  the  training  ]r  „„  all  about  the  work 
school.”

The  English-speaking  world  has 
never  had  a keener  interest  in  Ger- 
many and  the  Germans  than  it  has  at 
the  present  moment.
